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CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT 


WOULD REQUIRE B 
NATIONAL BUDGET 


One of the weaknesses in 
the process of Congressional 
shaping of the Federal Budget 
is that while Senators and 
Representatives may agree 
that Congress must get a firm 
grip on Federal spending, few 
can agree on where the 
pation § spending «priorities 
should be. Consequently Cong - 
ress continues spending mo- 
ney we do not have on pro- 
grams we do not need. 

In 38 of the past 44 years, 
the Federal Government has 
spent more money than it has 
received in revenues, and the 
anticipated deficit in this fis- 
cal year's budget is more than 
the entire budget for the 
Federal Government 20 years 
ago. The interest which our 
government will pay on the 
national debt this year is more 
than it cost to operate the 
Federal government in 1948, 
and the debt of the Government 
of the United States is greater 
than the combined debts of all 
other governments ofall other 
nations of the world. The ave- 
rage American works four 
months just to pay his local, 
State and Federal tax obli- 
gations. 

The plain fact is that we can 
no longer afford unrestrained 
spending and escalating budget 
defecits by our National Gov- 
ernment--and I don’t think we 
ever could afford them. We can 
not continue squandering 
money here, there and every- 
where. In a move to put a 
stop to this mad_ spending 


ALANCED 


Spree, I have joined in pro- 
posing an amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution establishing 
the principle that. except in 
time of war, the budget of 
the U.S. must be balanced. 
This would compel the Con- 
gress and the President 
to make a realistic apprai- 
Sal ofnational priorities andto 
make a responsible allocation 
of national resources. 

For too many years, the 
U.S. has embraced the idea 
that any problem can be sol- 
ved if enough money is spent 
on it. Our Resolution seeks 


to make government re- 
cognize the fact that virtually 
all of it’s revenue comes from 


taxes, and that these tax 
dollars are being frittered 
away, robbing the worker of 


the fruits of his labor, deny- 
ing the small businessman a 
fair return on his investment 
and depriving the elderly of 
sthe full benefit of their 
savings and retirement bene- 
fits. 


Big-spenders in Congress 
and ultra-liberal economists 
will doubtless argue that our 
Resbdlution is bad. But we 
have followed budget-busting 
economists for too many years 
already and they are leading 
us down the road to national 
bankruptcy. 

It is time to impose on the 
Federal government a degree 
of fiscal discipline and resp- 
onsibility.

TEN POINTS 


The Ford Administration is 
currently in the process of 
reviewing the nation’s $134 
billion array of social welfare 
programs, which make upone- 
third of the nations budget, 
with an eye to reforming some 
and dropping others. Former 
Secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare, Caspar Weinber- 
ger, just before resigning, pro- 
posed elimination of three of 
the major welfare programs-- 
food stamps, aid to families 
with dependent children and 
supplemental security income 
for the aged blind and dis- 
abled. A strict work require- 
ment was also advocated. And, 
Treasury Secretary William E. 
Simon has warned against an 
“explosion” in government 
spending on social programs 
and describes the food stamp 
program as “a well - known 
haven for the chislers and 
welfare rip-off artists.” 

It would appear that these 

people have rediscovered some 
important truths that have been 
buried for too long by social 
reformers. | am referring to 
the Ten Points which have er- 
roneously been attributed to 
Abraham Lincoln, although the 
identity of the person who wil- 
fully or unwittingly ascribed 
them to Lincoln, has not been 
discovered. 

The text of the Ten Points 
most frequently used is as 
follows: 


TOFOLLOW 


1. You cannot bring about 
prosperity by discouraging 
thrift. 

2. Youcannot strengthen the 
weak by weakening the strong. 


3. You cannot help small 
men by tearing big men down. 

4. You cannot help the poor 
by destroying the rich. 

5. You cannot lift the wage- 
earner up by pulling the wage- 
payer down. 

6. You cannot keep out of 
trouble by spending more than 
your income. 

7. You cannot further the 
brotherhood of man by inciting 
class hatred, 

8. You cannot establish 
sound social security on bor- 
rowed money. 

9, You cannot build charac- 
ter and courage by taking away 
a man’s initiative and inde- 
pendence. 

10. You cannot help men per- 
manently by doing for them 
what they could and should do 
for themselves. 

There is hope that if enough 
people in government realize 
just how valid these Ten Points 
are we will be able to someday 
reverse the escalating cradle- 
to-the-grave social welfare 
program. Certainly, reform- 
ing the food stamp program 
would be a great place to be- 
gin to diminish the size of 
the welfare state.

Dear Senator Sparkman 
There has been some talk of 
using electric cars aS a way 
to combat the oil shortage.

Senator Sparkman: I am 
co-sponsoring S.1632, a bill 
to authorize research and de- 
velopment disigned to promote 
the use of electric cars and 
commercial electric vehicles 
‘for in-city use. Electric cars 
would sell for a lower initial 
cost. The maintenance would 
be less. The likelihood of 
trouble on the road would be 
less and electric cars will 
last longer. There would be 
almost no pollution with elec-- 
tric cars. The noise level of 
electric cars is low. A very: 
important operating charac- 
teristic of electric cars is that 
they use no power while they 
are standing still. Still ano- 
ther advantageous operating 
characteristic is that the elec- 
tric car has very simple con- 
trols.

Veteran Benefits 
On The Rise 


When a Vietnam -era’ 
veteran visits the Veterans 
Administration to talk about 
benefits he earned through 
military service, chances are 
better than two to one that 
he will be dealing with ano- 
ther Vietnam-era veteran. 

The Veterans Admini- 
stration reports that 69 per- 
cent of its 2,800 veterans 
benefits counselors are Viet- 
nam-era veterans - people 
who served on active military 
duty between August 4, 1964, 
and May 7, 1975, 

The benefits counselors 
are among 28,400 Vietnam- 
era veterans employed by VA 
There’ has been a substantial 
increase in employment ofthe 
younger veterans in patient- 
care positions. In the second 
half of 1974, the number of 
Vietnam - era veterans wor- 
king in VA _ hospitals and 
clinics rose from 17,701 to 
20,133 - - a 13.7 percent 
increase. 

More than half of the 
physicians’ assistants and 25 
percent of prosthetic repres» 
entatives employed by the VA 

are Vietnam - era veterans. 
The younger veterans hold 
17 to 19 percent of other med- 
ical administration assist- 
ants. F 

The Vietnam - era veteran 
has been particularly suc- 
cessful in contacts with con- 
temporaries on college cam- 
puses. 

The VA campus program 
was started a year ago to 
provide a ‘‘man on the scene’’ 
to resolve difficulties enco- 
untered by veterans receiving 
educational benefits under the 
GI Bill. 

The vet reps also serve 
‘as liaison officers and co- 
ordinators on VA matters for 
on-campus veterans groups 
and as consultants for uni- 
versity officials. Out of 1, 
329 such positions, all but 3 
are filled by Vietnam - era 
veterans. 

Nearly 2.4 million inte- 
views with veterans on cam- 
puses were conducted in the 
first nine months of the pro- 
gram. One or more full-time 
vet reps are assigned to 600 
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colleges and universities. An 
additional 1,900 schools re- 
ceive itinerant service and 
500 schools have access to 
service upon request. 

Success of the vet rep 
.has prompted a request by 
the VA for additional funding 
to extend the on-campus ser- 
vice to 17,000 noncollege- 
degree schools. 

Average age of the vet rep 
is 28. Most have college 
degrees anda significant num- 
ber hold graduate degrees. 
Minority groups are repre- 
sented among 15] counselors 
and 28 are women.

“Newly Discovered 
Evidence” 


Harry was found guilty of 
mugging an elderly woman. A few 
months later he demanded a new 
trial on grounds of “newly dis- 
covered evidence.” It seems that 
although the woman had men- 
tioned feeling raindrops on her 
face, the records of the Weather 
Bureau showed no rain on the day 
of the crime. 


Was this enough basis for re- 
Opening the case? The court said 
no, because such an error—by it- 
self—was not serious enough to 
indicate a miscarriage of justice. 

Generally speaking, courts are 
leery of reopening a case that his 
already been closed. They say it is 
too costly in both time and money 
to do so without good reason to 
think that a second trial will have 
ia different outcome. 

Another man was convicted in a 
morals case after failing to pro- 


duce any witnesses to support his 
alibi. Afterward, seeking a new 
trial, he claimed he did indeed 
have three alibi witnesses that he 


had failed to summon. 
“IT just didn’t think 
them,” he explained.

But the court ruled that since 
he had known about the three wit- 
nesses from the start. he could not 


call this newly discovered evi- 
dence. The court said « defendant 
cunnot keep an “ace in the hole” 
just in case he loses the first time 
uround 


Of course, if a real injustice is 
uncovered, a new trial is clearly in 
order. 


In a murder case, years after a 
man had been convicted and sent 
to prison, important advances 
were made in the science of ballis- 
tics. Experts. rechecking the fatal 
bullet, decided that it could not 
have been fired from the defen- 
dant’s gun. 

This was one of those cases, 
suid the court, where “subsequent 
developments cast serious doubt 
on the justice of the conviction” 
—-so the verdict could not stand.

of mental and physical incapac- 
ity is a series of “‘little 
strokes,” 

A stroke occurs when the 
blood supply to a part of the 
brain is reduced or completely 
cut off, This can be caused by 
a blood clot, or by hemor 
rhage-bleeding from an artery 
in the brain. When the nerve 
cells of a part of the brain are 
deprived of their blood supply, 
the part of the body controlled 
by these nerve centers cannot 
function normally. 

Little strokes may _ start 
when a person is in the 30s or 
40s, striking silently at night or 
passing almost unnoticed as a 
sudden dizzy spell, a momen- 
tary blackout! or just a few 
moments of confusion. The 
stroke is not severe enough to 
compel the patient to seek 
medical aid, but some perma- 
nent brain damage remains just 
the same. , 

A formerly kind, gentie 
person may become highly im- 
patient and irritable. His judge- 
ment is often impaired. A 
strong man may become weak 
and prone to tears. Suspicious- 
ness is comnion. A person with 
a tendency to emotional insta- 
bility, held in check heretofore 

- by will power, may suddenly 
develop a psychosis, 

Some become sloppy in 
dress and befuddled in 
thought, while others lose a 
part of their moral sense. 
Sometimes the victim merely 
‘loses interest in his family and 
friends, and lives secretively, 
constantly hiding things that 
through forgetfulness he can- 
not find later. 

When the symptoms are 
mild, as they often are, the per- 
son may get along fairly well. A 
sufferer from little strokes us- 
ually can get along better in 
slower-going farm and small 
town areas than in the faster 
living city. 

The problem of small 
strokes is one of the most 
difficult facing medical science.

OPTIMISM 

Dewey Adams and Ed 
Cauley are very optimistic 
over their soybean and peanut 
crops this year. Adams has 
about 700 acres of soybeans 
in Coffee, Covington, and in 
Geneva counties. Cauley has 
a service station and also has 
a fairly large acreage of pea- 
nuts. 

We walked through several 
of these fields this week to 
check on the leafspot control 
program and on worms and 
other disease damage in the 
soybean. 1 was impressed with 
the optimism of these two 
Coffee County farmers. I bel- 
ieve that if we can get suit- 
able harvesting weather, their 
optimism will be justified. 


LAWNS 

Your lawn can be more 
beautiful next year by raising 
the cutter blade now. Research 
and experience have shown that 
lawns look better and stay 
healthier by raising the cutter 
bar about one-fourth inch each 
month. A lot of folks are still 
cutting it the same height they 
started within May. Continuous 
low cutting on almost all types 
of lawngrasses tends to weaken 
them and diseases and other 
problems occur. 

If you have not raised your 
blade this season, I would raise 
it one-half to two-thirds of an 
inch and give lawn grasses a 
chance to store a lot of food 
in the roots for the winter. This 
winter food will be used by the 
plant next spring to get the 
plants off to a good start. 

Incidentally, any time that 
you work around a lawn mower 
blade, be sure to disconnect 
the spark plug wire. Don’t 
take any chances on losing a 
finger or hand or foot. 
EXPORTS 

There has been quite a 
discussion on exports in the 
past few weeks.

FILTER REMINDER 


If you haven’t cleaned the 
filter on your air conditioner 
lately, you’re probably not get- 


ing the full benefit of it’s 
cooling capacity. ; 
Regular cleaning is vital 


Since an air conditioner'’s effe- 
ciency depends on air moving 
through the unit. Lint and dust 
cut down on the amount of air 
that can pass through the unit, 
thus reducing cooling effect- 
iveness. 

Check your filter regularly 
to see if it needs cleaning or 
replacing. Most air condition- 
ing units have a permanent 
filter that can be cleaned. Clean 
the filter with a vacuum cleaner 
or remove and wash it. You 
can use the sprayer on your 
sink to help,remove accumu- 
lated lint and dust. 

Clean the grills, too. 
Usually a soft brushand vacuum 
cleaner will do the job, but 
you may need to use a rag to 
remove grease deposit~. 


EYE CARE 


Make - up can 
problems for women who wear 
contact lenses if the cosmetics 
get onto the lens or intothe eye. 
To prevent problems, follow 
these simple directions. 

Apply cosmetics after 
you've put your lenses in. 
And avoid using any oil around 
the eyes when lenses are being 
worn. The oil will stick to 
the lenses and produce an oily 
film, causing blurred vision.

“We've just been inconsistent,” said Bass in a recent 
interview ‘We've looked good at times, but overall we're 
just not able to execute well with any consistency.” 

Offensively, Coach Bass, seems pleased with the depty in 
the backfield, but is concerned over the lack of size in the 
line “Of course we've got two experienced quarterbacks in 
Max Fuller and Russ Cash,” remarked Bass, “but both have 
been inconsistent with their overall play. Their ballhandling 
must improve!” 


Mention running backs and Bass immediately thinks of 
Larry Phillips “Phillips is looking good,” beamed Bass, 
“and his attitude is excellent He should be ready to have

County Employees 
Get 8.33 % Pay Raise 


A change in the pay time 
for county highway department 
employees will get all ofthem 
an 8.33 % increase in salary 
beginning about October Ist. 
The County Commissioners 
voted Monday to change from 
a twice monthly pay to every 
two weeks, with all employees 
receiving the same in the two 
week pay as presently being 
received in the twice mouithly 
system used for many years. 


This will result in each em- 
ployee getting two extra pay 


checks during a twelve month 
period 

Eugene Jacobs, who served 
as Active Engineer before the 
arrival of Bernard Richburg 
from the State Highway Dep- 
artment, was given a special 
raise of $59 per pay period. 
He- was singled out by the 
commissioners for his 28 
years of service, after the 
hew engineer had recomme- 
nded both he and N.L. Har- 
vison be given pay raises. 

Three of the commissio- 
ners, Flournoy Whitman, By- 
ron Galloway and Albert 
Dyess, voted for giving 
Jacobs 4 raise while Bennie 
Beckham and O.V. Waters vo- 
ted against the measure. 
Commissioner Don Smith was 
not present for the afternoon 
session of the meeting. 
Waters said he was not in 
favor of giving any raises 
unless every person was given 
a raise. 

The vote on changing the 
pay method and giving the 
8.33 % raise was passed un- 
animously. 

Again the commissioners 
heard complaints about rural 
roads needing work. Several 
people appeared and asked for 
relief. Commissioner Flo- 
urnoy Whitman complained to 
Richburg that roads in Dis- 
trict Three (Elba, Kinston, 
areas) were in terrible shape.

In ad- 
dition, families not meeting 
this criteria but with other 
unusual expenses due to un- 
usually high medical expens- 
es, shelter costs in excess of 
30 percent of income, special 


education expenses due to the 
mental or physical condition 
of a child, and disaster or 
casualty losses are urged to 
apply. 

They may do so by com- 
pleting the application forms 
sent home with a letter to 
parents. Additional copiesare 
available at thewrincipal’s of- 
JRE in each sghool. The in 
formation provided on the ap- 
plication will be confidential 
and will be used only for the 
purpose of determining eligi- 
bility. Applications may be 
submitted any time during the 
school year. 

In certain cases _ foster 
children are also eligible for 
these benefits. If a family 
has such children living with 
them and wishes to apply for 
Such meals for them, they 
Should contact the school. 

If a parent is dissatisfied 
with the ruling of the official, 
he may wish to discuss it in 
more detail with that official. 
If a parent wishes to review 
the ruling further, after dis- 
cussing it with the school, he 
has a right to a fair hearing. 
This can be done by making a 
request either orally or in 
writing to Mr. J. H. Baker, 
Supt. of Education whose ad- 
dress is P.O. Drawer D, Elba, 
Alabama 36323. Hearing pro- 
cedures are outlined in the 
policy.
